Heights was destined to be 
world famous because Beecher 
was its first pastor. There were 
less than forty souls on the roll 
in 1847. Within ten years the 
church would boast more than 
two thousand members all of 
whom adored their pastor 
Beecher had been offered the 
job w ilh the unheard of salary of 
$2,000 annually This salary was 
high for a beginning preacher 
However, by the time Beecher’s 
tw enty fifth a n n iv e rsary as 
pastor cam e around, he was 
earning $20,000 annually from 
the church and another $20,000 
flowed in from his writings and 
lecturings. 
Beecher built two sanctuaries 
while pastor at Plymouth. The 
second one was built to ac­ 
comodate 3,000 worshippers and 
Beecher filled it every week. 
People flocked to hear a man 
who could move them, to tears 
while he cried in the pulpit 
They adored the man who could 
make them laugh and moan 
with anguish all in the sam e 
serm o n . 
His 
F rid ay 
night 
prayer meetings were attended 
by almost as many as his 
Sunday 
services. 
At 
these 
meetings he didn’t pray, preach 
or discuss Scripture. He sat in a 
huge overstuffed arm chair and 
discoursed on all sort of subjects 
ranging from slavery to suf 
ferage. 
Beecher had come a long way 
from his Indiana days when he 
preached revivals to enlarge his 
c o n gregatio ns. At Plym outh 
before 
the 
Civil 
W ar 
he 
regularly auctioned off a slave 
to the highest bidder and pur­ 
chased the blacks freedom.

The onetime 
Hoosier hawker of vegetables 
now had a grand home and was 
in the habit of carrying around 
uncut gems in his pocket which 
he 
called 
his 
"unfadin g 
flowers.” 
People everywhere 
sang his fame. He was sought 
after on the lecture trail He was 
the first preacher to deliver the 
Beecher Lectures on Preaching 
at 
Yale. 
The 
lectures 
were 
endowed in memory of Lyman 
Beecher who refused to send his 
son Henry to Yale because he 
thought him too dumb to make 
the grade. The younger Beecher 
had the world in his pocket for 
many years. His star was still 
ascending but in 1875 it would 
crash back to earth bringing 
reality with it For in that yeaF 
Henry 
W ard 
B eecher 
was 
brought to court on a charge of 
adultery. 
The charge was brought by 
Theodore 
Tilton 
whose 
wife 
Elizabeth 
("L ib” ) 
had 
con 
fessed that she had engaged in 
sexual intimacies with the great 
preacher on October 10, 1868 
Tilton was one of the great 
journalists of his day. He was 
the editor of a weekly religious 
paper which had a circulation 
greater than all of the New York 
City daily newspapers. Tilton 
was also a m em ber of Beecher's 
parish and adored his pastor. 
Every word from Henry W ard’s 
lips was faithfully placed into 
print 
in 
the 
pages 
of 
the 
Independent. 
Both 
Tilton 
and B eecher grew w ealthy 
from this arrangement. 
It took almost seven years 
before the case was brought to 
court. In the interval, Plymouth 
Church , the city of Brooklyn and 
the C ongregational m in istry 
were all torn apart with charges 
and countercharges. Beecher 
would alternately admit and 
then deny 
(he truth of 
the 
charge. Although the church, 
was 
divided, 
things 
seemed 
normal to strangers, .Beecher 
still packed the galleries 
He 
was 
still 
the 
most 
famous 
p re a c h e r 
in 
A m erica 
and 
thousands 
still 
adored 
him 
Finally when things could be 
covered up no longer, the case 
went to Brooklyn City Court on 
January 
11, 
1875. 
The 
jury 
listened for one hundred twelve 
days. Finally on July 2, its 
foreman reported it could reach 
no ¿decision. 


Theodore 
Tilton 
left 
the 
country, never returning during 
Beechers lifetime. kLib Tilton 
was seemingly supported by 
Plymouth Church 
The parish 
had supported her with a trust 
fund during the trial. With the 
funds she decided to open a day 
school 
for 
the 
P lym outh 
children. This failed because the 
parents didn’t send their off 
spring to her classes On April 
13, 1878 she w rote a letter to her 
a tto rn e y 
which 
wr,as 
for 
publication 
and 
m ad e 
headlines all over the United 
States She said she lied about 
her relations with Beecher 


Beecher was as popular as 
ever 
It was rumored there 
were other women who at one 
time or another had been in 
tímate with the great, minister 
but nothing was every proved

Ohio Indian Dig Uncovers 
Pre-Bow And Arrow Culture 


UTO PIA, Ohio (U P I) - An 
archaeological dig along the Ohio 
Ri ver is shedding light on a 
band of Indians who thrived on 
this lush rolling countryside in 
2.600 B.C. 
“ A lot of the local people ask 
me if we re finding any arrow­ 
heads,” said Annie Seet. 21, a 
member of the archaeological 
team from the University of Cin­ 
cinnati 
“ I tell them we find 
spearheads, but not arrowheads. 
They hadn’t been invented yet.” 
Kent Vickery, the assistant 
professor heading the dig, said 
the Indians also predated agri­ 
culture and pottery 
“ But they were very resource­ 
ful and probably fat and happy,” 
he said. 
Vickery and 15 graduate and 
undergraduate students have 
been digging 40' miles southeast 
of Cincinnati, between the tiny 
Ohio towns of Utopia and Chilo, 
since the middle of June 


Atop a short, winding trail 
alongside a thriving tobacco 
field just hidden from view of 
U.S. 52, the archaeologists care­ 
fully dug seven square holes, 
each six feet wide and several 
feet deep. 
Then the long-handled spades 
were put away and out came 
such dirt-removing tools as tiny 
mortar trowels, air bellows and 
even tweezers. 
Among the hundreds of his­ 
torically revealing objects found 
were the remains of a young 
Indian who was buried with his 
legs folded at the kneecap and 
pushed back against his chest 
From the artifacts found thus 
far, here’s what Vickery can 
tell a'bout the residents of long 
ago:

arrow, they did concoct a rock 
weight to attach to their spears 
to give them more distance and 
impact upon hitting anim als 
mainly deer. 
Although they didn’t know how 
to plant crops, they ate many 
natural elements Fragments of 
walnuts, hickory nuts and but­ 
ternuts—burned and carbonized, 
and thereby accurately dateable 
to 2600 B.C.—have been found 
Carbonized sections of plants 
also were dug up 
Rocks were heated and used 
as ovens, turtle shells became 
drinking cups, and plant fibers 
were sewn into carrying bags 
Clothes probably came from 
animal skins. 
“ The Indians picked a lush 
area and there were pretty 
good pickings,’’ said Vickery 
"Probably no constant struggle 
for existence. For 2600 B.C., 
they knew how to live.’’ 
How did Vickery know' to dig 
here? 
“ Farmers plowed up some 


things and amateur collectors 
had reported finding a lot of ob­ 
jects." 
The archaeologists will con­ 
tinue to work weekdays through 
July 31, when they will fill the 
holes back up and return to the 
lab.
